$1,000,000 ON CABLES 


Department Sent More Than 6,- 
297,000 Words in 30 Months 
—Half for Casualty Lists.

WASHINGTON, Feb. .10.—From June, 
1917, through January, 1920, 975 days, 
the War Department cable messages 
reached a total of 6,297,522 words, which 
cost $1,024,281. . 

The average daily number of words 
sent and received was 6,459. The aver- 
age cost was more than a thousand dol- 
lars a day. 

Decoded, the messages made about 
five times as many words as were 
actually sent or received.

One. feature of the report that_ stood 
out was the increase in the number of 
influenza cases in Brooklyn. In this re- 
port 397 cases were recorded and in Mon- 
day’s report there» were only 270.

Wages are neyer to be reduced, not 
even though increases are followed by 
advances ,in ‘the cost,of living which 
make “the increases worthless to ‘the 
beneficiaries, ‘Raitway men are not 
pecyliar in this, It was only the other 
day that there was a great turmoil in 
the garment trade, with increases of 
wages punitive to the buyers of gar-: 
ments, And now, ‘on the same. day 
with the railway strike, comes word of 
demands for 25-per cent. moré pay for 
workers in wool and ‘silk goods in the 
garment and mill centres. 

Already the railway strikers have re- 
ceivéd from the Government increases 
of wages exceeding the total payments 
to the owners of the roads.for their 
use. As-the roads ere about to be re- 
turned to private operation, it is clear 
that the workers are the sole bene- 
ficiaries from the increases of rates. 
The owners-have benefited not at all, 
and the users of the roads are preju- 


diced by the resultant inability of the: 


roads to increase. their facilities, or 
even to retider efficient service with 
existing facilities, The existing half- 
billion deficiency in the railway earn- 
ings must be increased by whatever 
increase is. allowed the 300,000: 
strikers anid to the 2,000,000 workers 
who. are negotiating. 

The merit in the strikers’ claim ‘s 
that it has been pending since July, 
with an assurance that it. would be 
allowed if the cost of living did not 
fall. The Washington figures of price 
movements show that prices were still 
rising, after the latest date of publica- 
tion. That is true also of THe AN- 
NaLisT’s. food costs last week, of Dun's 
wholesale index, and The Economist's 
index for British prices at the end of 
January. There is general sympathy 
with the grievance, and the strikers’ 
conditions are not peculiar to them. 
On the other hand, they are under 
contract not to strike without thirty 
days’ notice, and that interval would 
expire after the date of the strike. 
They are manoeuvring in the manner 
of the bituminous coal strikers. That 
is to say, they are issuing orders 
which they say cannot be altered so as 
to prevent a strike, —

‘Whites | ° 
would ‘hear no talk of independence 
and the border States would hear no 
talk of anything else. Mr. Lanstno 
had to choose, and he chose to stand 
with Russia. 

The letter in which he éxetonil this 
decision was dated Qct. 15, when 
Yupsnircu was at the gates of Petro- 
grad and Dewnixin had. just taken 
Orel and seemed to haye a clear. ‘Path 
to Moscow. If the question had come 
up for decision under present: condi- 
tions,“our policy might have been dif- 
ferent, but the Government made up 
its mind last Fall and it is going to 
stick to tle policy then adopted. 

The genuineness of the © national 
movements in most of the border 
States seems fairly evidert to out- 
siders, despite Russian denials; on the. 
principle of aelf-determination we may 
be wrong. But this is only a. small 
part of the case. A more serious ob- 
jection te'this policy is that Kocuaxk 
and DenrKin, in whose interest we 
decided not to’ recognize the border 
States, are now broken, and that we 
might seem to have gone out-of our 
way to make enemies of those. who 
would bé next in line to resist the Bol- 
sheviki. Lenrw will recognize any- 
body’s independence, for the time 
being; non-recognition by other Gov- 
ernments might drive the Ukrainians 
and the Baltic peoples into an alliance 
with Bolshevism. 

But the State Department abipaie 
to expect what quite possibly’ may 
happen—the establishment of a stable, 
non-Bolshevist Government in Russia 
within a@ few years,’ That Goyern- 
ment, will command something near 
to a hundred and fifty million people; 
it will be. ‘a friend.worth having’ or 
an enemy. not to be ignored. The 


‘men who may be supposed to repre- 


sent the ideas of that Government 
have told us that Russia under a de- 
mocracy must get out to the sea just 
as much as Russia under the Czar, 
and the State Department sees no 
point in antagonizing Russia -by formal 
recognition of States which we. should 
neyer whpgert against a Russian re- 
| conquest. 

rhe choice. was difficult, and any 
decision will be justified by success 
and condemned by failure. It must 
be..said, however, that the border 
States differ.considerably, in their ‘suf- 
ficiency ag ‘barriers against’ Bolshe- 
vism. In the Caucasus, for. instance, 
pro~German elements have been strong’ 
in Georgia, and pro-Turkish, antt{- 
Bntente elements in Azerbaijan; in 
Lithuania itself the dominant senti- 
ment seems to be hostility te Poland 
rather than. antipathy to Bolshevist 
Rugsia, strong though that feeling is. 
Blanket recognition of all the border 
States would be of very questionable 


wisdom; a general refusal to recognize 


any of them will be justified’ if it 
happens to work out well.

MEAT ENGINEERS’ DEMANDS. 


Long Before Epidemic. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You create the impression that the 
demands of the steam plant operat- 
ives (engineers, firemen, &c,) were. 
first launched while the influenze “and 
pneumonia epidemic was at its height. 
Aa @ matter of fact, these men have 
been agitating for inareaged pay and for 
better working conditions for many 
yeara. On Dec, 11 last, as the. culmina- |? 
tion of the demands ef many years, a 
great mass meeting, which was addressed | .o 
by the national. officers of the _En- 
gineers’ and Firemen's Unions, was held 
at Cooper Union, New York, A report 
of that meeting appeared in THe New 
Yorx Times and other New York news- 
papers the next day, and it was general- 
ly agreed that. the demands of the men 
as presented by the resolutions at that 
meeting were extremely moderate. 

For many yéars engineers and firemen 
have worked two and three stories be- 
neath the street level, 865 days a year, 
from 80 te 90 houfs a week,-and at a 
temperature that would drive the ordi- 
nary man-mad, for: wages ‘which would 
be scorned by an ordinary day laborer. 
Because they carry on their work out of 
sight of the general publi¢ these steam 
plant operatives have long been the most 
neglected. of all wage workers, although 
they must be citizens of the United 
States, must spend many years of labor 
and study learning their business, and 
mugt pass examinations as to their fit- 
nesg before receiving licenses. Even if 
engineers and firemen received their 
maximum demands they: would not be 
paid nearly as, well ag the average me- 
chanic, As a matter of ‘fact, they. are 
not as well paid as window washers, 
milk wagon drivers, and other unskilled 
laborers.

OFFERS HOPE TO THE BALD. 


German Scientist Says Certain Food 
Elements Make Hair Grow.

BERLIN, Feb. 8.—Professor Nathan 
Zuntz, the famous physiologist, is re- 
ported to have discovered an effective 
and comparatively simple means of pre- 
venting baldness and even restoring the 
growth of hair. 

In his nutritional researches during 
the war Professor Zuntz discovered that 
albuminous substances containing tryosin 
and cystin, if fed to man or beast, caused 
a remarkable growth of hair. Horny 
substances contain the ds men- 
tioned in comparatively large quantities, 
and the investigator mixing such sub- 
stances with food for men and sheep, 
produced astonishing results.
